All of these faults just men- 
tioned could have been corrected 
by proper training when the oper- 
ator first began to learn how to 
drive a car. However, the suc- 
cess of that training, like the suc- 
cess of all training, would depend 
‘entirely upon the attitude of the 
person receiving it. All the train- 
ing in the world will not overcome 
the erratic actions of a born fool. 
Only by the most severe punitive 
measures can he be handled and 
restrained, 

The development of proper 
driver attitude is divided into two 


separate phases: Correcting the.

ing future drivers. 

The first phase is that of en- 
deavoring to correct the driver at- 


titude of present-day drivers who: 


have had little or no training and 


; who may have had driving habits ~ 


of long standing. Only by utiliz-: 
ing every channel and vehicle of: 
propaganda. through the medium! 
of the press, the radio, the motion 
picture, the .poken word; by or-! 
ganized local campaigns and in- | 


tensive cu-operation by all civic! 
organizations and civic-minded in- : 


dividuals can the individeal at the 
whecl of the car today be made 
safety conscious. The -same kind 
of patriotic appeal must be made 
to them as.is made in behalf of 


the Salvation Army and other 
worthy causes. In other words, 
civic consciousness must be 
aroused before the individual 
driver can fully appreciate and 
carry out, not only his respon- 
sibility: to *himself and his family, 
but_to the other fellow and the 
Jeommunity at large. °

is by far the niost, dificult becatise 
oaust deal with a great number 
of pcople who today, are driving 
motor vehicles with reckless dis- 


rregard for their own lives: and. 


those of their fellowmen. It will 
require tremendous effort and a 
‘heavy expenditure of funds if it is 
to .be far-reaching enough to get 
the degired results. That results 
can be obtained has been definitely 
proved, 

Where there have been intensive 
civic safety movements and in- 
tensive 


have had that experience in 
Pennsylvania since Jast August, 
when the Governo:’s Safety Cam- 
paign was inaugurated. There 
has ben constant activity and or- 
ganized effort in every section of 
our Commonwealth. ~ Fatalities 
have decreased along with injuries 
and accidents. In Pennsylvania, 
we have been so encouraged by 


the results, that we propose to add . 


still greater impetus to the cam- 
paign in the days ahead. We be- 
lieve we are giving it the leader- 
ship that any such campaign must 
have. 

The other phase of the driver 
attitude problem is safety educa- 
tion in ‘the schools, There has 


been steadily increasing interest ‘ 


and considerable action in this 
field in recent -months. Educa- 
tion is the real. solution of the 
driver attitude problem. 


To develop the proper driver 
and pedestrian attitude there : 
must be an intensive educational ; 


program in all of the schools of 
the country, starting at the very 
foundation with the kindergarten 
impressions of life and begins 
often cling throughout a lifetime. 
These little ones are the potential 
drivers. If they learn to drive 
right, they will conserve human 
life rather than destroy it. Teach 
the young generation the meaning
